asked to adviso what his conclusions 
are in the matter and what action, if 
any, is contemplated by the legal de­ 
partment of the state.

railroad corporations 
and properties 
forming the Alton 
system were sub­ 
jected. Attorney General 
Stead con­ 
cludes there is not the least doubt that

Minn, 
T here is no (lower more universally 
admired th a n the sweet pea, and none 
more easily raised if handled properly. 
The cause of many of the failures with 
this flower is in trying to raise them year 
after year in tho same place. 
When a 
trellis has been erected it is natural to 
plant the sweet peas there year after 
year. 
It is useless to do so, as the 
plants will 
not flourish more 
than one 
consecutive year in tin* same soil. if one 
m ust have them in tho same place th e 
only thing to do is to remove th e soil for 
a width of two or three feet ami a depth 
of at least two feet, cart it way and re­ 
place with entirely new soil. 
Sweet peas cannot bo planted too 
early in the spring. 
J u s t as soon as the 
frost is out deep enough the ground 
should be prepared. 
There should be a 
trench dug where the trellis is to stand 
at least two feet wide and a foot and 
a 
half deep. 
Into the bottom of thi> 
trench place finely rotted manure and a 
few wood ashes, mixing it thoroughly 
with tine rich soil. 
P u t about ten inches 
of this mixture in the bottom of tin* 
trench, then scatter the seed thickly It 
is well to drill it in two rows, about six 
inches apart, one to come each .-id** of 
the trellis wines. 
Cover the s-mds with 
two or three inches of finely pulverized 
soil, leaving the 
rest along the side of 
th** trench. 
W hen the plants are an 
inch or >o high take a garden trowel 
ami carefully draw the soil up around 
tho plants, seeing th a t it is in botweer 
tile plants as well as outside tho 
ro .vs 
repeat tho process until the trench li­ 
nearly full, 
lf in sandy soil it is well t 
leave the trench about three or Em 
inches deep so as to hold water, 
lf in 
heavy clay soil it should be 
tilled eve 
with the rest of the garden.

In watering sweet peas, or indeed any 
other plant it should always b>> rem em ­ 
bered t h a t watering in the heat of the 
day is worse than no water. 
Watering 
should always be done in the evening, 
and it is much better to use water which 
has become warmed by standing in the 
sun. 
In time of dro u g h t tile stirring of 
the surface of tho soil with a rake is al­ 
m o st equal to a shower ami often m uch 
better than watering with cold 
water. 
W hen 
watering plants of any kind, a 
thorough drenching once in thro** or 
four days is far better than sprinkling 
overy day, or even drenching every day. 
—o 
In order to have a successful trellis of 
sweet peas it is to be remembered that 
the blossoms m ust be c u t every day 
w ithout fail, 
lf the flowers are all owed 
to droop and w itheron tile vine a couple 
of weeks will bring the end of the beauty 
of the vines and they will cease to bud. 
Of all things in raising sweet peas this 
is “one of the most essential. 
As it is 
juito a job to g ath er tin* flowers from a 
trellis it is wise to limit the size of the 
trellis. 
A short trellis systematically 
picked will be a thing of beauty, while 
a long ane with straggling, dying vines 
will be an eyesore.

“The astonishing tiling developed by 
the investigation now boing m ade by 
the census bureau," says an official, 
“Is that the greatest increase In di­ 
vorces is In the rural districts.

Tracey then addressed the meeting, 
saying in part, th at he had received an 
order early in tile week to proceed to 
Staples and Little Flails to visit the 
camps, and also to go to Burtrum where 
a camp was to be mustered on Friday 
evening. 
He was accompanied by two 
division officers, urn! a camp of 20 m em ­ 
bers was installed at Burtrum, where 
the officers were treated like princes. 
He then introduced Col. Heller, of Du 
luth, junior vice commander, who was 
suffering from a severe cold, who occu­ 
pied a brief time in .stating the objects 
of the order of tin* S. of V. and asked 
the indulgence of his hearers for his 
short address, saying that Col. Kling, 
who w as expected to be present was the 
orator of the order, and want of prepar­ 
ation and a severe cold would prevent 
any extended remarks at this time.

E*ex Davis, accompanied by 
Miss Kathleen Rounds with the piano 
Those w'ho have had the pleasure of 
hearing Mr. Davis sing will understand 
the pleasure with which the patriotic 
orders present listened to a song so ap 
propriate, from one so gifted.

another, and sang the ‘F ish e rs Song.

Another song by Rev. Davis, was fol­ 
lowed by an address by Mr. Davis, who 
said he never before felt as though lie 
would like to say something worthy of 
utterance. 
He was among that thous 
and who were ready and anxious to go 
into the Spanish war and were turned 
down byGov. Clough because so many 
were not wanted, lie was a son of a vet 
eran.and in the separation of the family, 
he had secured his father’s sword, and 
keeps it hanging with bright side out: 
that ho wept like a child when the 13th 
came home to St. Paul. 
He paid the G. 
A. R. great honor, and said thousands of 
young men would go as tho boys of ill 
went, should the need arise, ami they 
will never forget what was done by the 
veterans; you, the sons of these men 
have a goodly heritage. 
The stack of 
arms here in the hall, and tho music of 
rife roused the m artial spirit which was 
a part of him. 
We are all fighting people, aud we 
have never fired a shot that was not 
hang on tho altar of duty: which can ­ 
not be said of any other nation; th at he 
never passes the stars and stripes th a t 
he does not take off his hat, and tho 
same to a picture of Lincoln. 
Tho man who writes history and for­ 
gets the soldier does a great wrong; tyr- 
rany is 
worse than war; 
things are 
stirried up that have to bo settled by 
war. 
He had mot the women, God bless 
them, in his work in the cities, and 
while France had one Joan of Arc, we 
had thousands of them. 
Some of you were in the hospital, per­ 
haps with powder blasted eyes, maimed ; 
limbs, and those noble women came to 
you, soothed your sufferings, read and 
wrote letters for you, and so I .say, I 
E>ance had one, we had thousands. 
Napoleon had a brave soldier whom he 
wished to advance. 
The veteran said 
no: you cannot promote me, but I would 
like to be a sergeant if it would not be 
asking too much. 
He was made a ser­ 
geant, and later was killed in perform­ 
ing an aet of heroism, and ever after in 
ailing the roll of his company his name 
was read, and at each rollcall a sergeant 
would step to the front, salute, and re­ 
port “dead on the field of honor.” May 
there always be such patriots. 
Another selection by the drum corps 
was loudly applauded. 
Comrade Kenney was called on and 
poke briefly. 
Commander Healey was then intro 
duced to the audience, and after a short 
address told a characteristic Lincoln 
etorv which elicited applause.
